JTayor Orders HeuiOTal of Snow and 


Ice Accumulations. 


At the instance of the department of 


Labor and Industry, Mayor John Dug- 
gan has started a crusade to 
bring 


about the removal of accumulations 
of snow and ice from fire escapes, em- 
ergency exits from theatres, hotels and 
other places where it constitutes a 
menace to public safety. 


It js essential, the mayor said, that 


for the protection of human life all 
emergency exits be cleared and tiat 
proprietors of such places see that 
they are not allowed to freeze. Snow 
and ice, it is pointed out present a 
serious problem this year, and one 
over which the city authorities should 
keep close watch. Inspectors of the 
department, wherever located, have 
been instructed to lend their aid to the 
municipal authorities.
